Depredations of Wild 
Horses in Canada 


The Department of Agriculture of 
the Dominion of Canada has an un­ 
usual problem to solve, according to 
recent reports made by the American 
conriH, Woodward, of Vancouver, iu 
the matter of depredations of wild 
horses in and near the boundary be­ 
tween British Columbia and the prov­ 
ince of Alberta. 
During the rush to the Yukon gold 
fields, fifteen years ago, it was neces­ 
sary for many of the fortune seek­ 
ers to abandon their horses after trav 
eiing as far north as it was possible 
to utilize the horse. It 
is 
believed 
that the descendants of those animals 
so abandoned, constitute the present 
wild horses of the region. Those ani­ 
mals have raided the ranches of the 
ne wsettlers of the section named and 
led away many of the well bred do­ 
mestic mares of the settlers, and also 
often killing domestic stock. The dam­ 
age entailed has been considerable as 
the cost of the stock imported is con­ 
siderable and represents one of the 
principal assets of the new settlers.

tal nging greater efficiency in the state 
administration. 
Since the meeting in Washington 
in 1908 the conference has held ses­ 
sions in Frankfort, Ky., Trenton, N. 
J., and Richmond, Va. The attendance 
has increased at each yearly session 
and at the same time the influence of 
the conference has broadened. As a 
safeguard to State’s rights, the in­ 
fluence and importance of the confer­ 
ence can hardly be overestimated. In 
the same way, the conference has a 
tendency to curb any infringment on 
these® rights by the Federal govern­ 
ment by bringing about enactment of 
legislation in the various States that 
otherwise might receive the attention 
of Congress. Heretofore it has seem­ 
ed easier to amend the Constitution 
and clothe Congress 
with 
certain 
necessary power than to secure uni­ 
form ' legislation in the States. 
Efeit 
the governor’s conference, it is be­ 
lieved, will ultimately be able to bring 
about uniform legislation on marriage 
and divorce, child labor, rates of in­ 
terest, and numerous 
other 
social 
problems 
of 
pressing 
importance, 
thus lessening the tendency to ex­ 
pand the* Federal authority. 
No fixed program has been prepar­ 
ed. for the present conference. 
Sev­ 
eral papers and addresses will be pre­ 
sented, but for the most part the gov­ 
ernors will devote the time to an in­ 
formal discussion of each subject as 
it is introduced. These subjects will 
relate largely to the administrative 
side of State business, such for in­ 
stance as “The Growth of Administra­ 
tive Commission,” “A State Depart­ 
ment of Efficiency and 
Economy,” 
and “The Cause and Remedy for Pop­ 
ular District of Legislatures.” 
A subject that has already receiv­ 
ed considerable attention 
from 
the 
conference and which is scheduled to 
be taken up for further consideration 
at the present session is the establish­ 
ment of rural credit banks, land mort­ 
gage societies and co-operative buy­ 
ing and selling associations to meet 
the needs of the agricultural folk of 
the United States. By special invita­

ery point, with the result that Pres­ 
ident Wilson today won a complete 
victory on a vital phase of the cur­ 
rency bill.

Washington, 
Aug. 
26.—President 
Wilson will read his message on the 
Mexican situaflfoid to Congress to-J 
day: 
The message makes it plain that 
there will be no lifting of the embar­ 
go on arms; that no faction of gov­ 
ernment in Mexico will be allowed to 
receive munitions of war from the 
United States. 
lf necessary, the President proposes 
to increase the American border pa­ 
trol to enforce this policy. 
Negotiations, so far as Mr. Lind is 
concerned, have been terminated. 
The United States will receive any 
further 
proposal s through 
Charge 
d’Affaires O’Shaughnessy of the Am­ 
erican Embassy. 
The future course of this govern­ 
ment will be one of non-interference, 
in the hope that the effect of its pres­ 
ent efforts and the pressure of for­ 
eign governments 
will constitute a 
moral suasion that 
ultimately 
will 
bring about peace in Mexico. 
The president cites in hie message, 
as a precedent for the policy be pro­ 
poses to pursue, the action of Presi­ 
dent Hayes in withholding recogni­ 
tion from Diaz for more than a year 
after the latter had gained control of 
the Mexican government. 
During a conference last night the 
President read to the Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee not only the full text 
of his own message, but the notes ex­ 
changed between John Lind and Hu­ 
erta. One of the committeemen said 
afterward that the Huerta note, writ­ 
ten by Foreign Minister Gamboa, was 
one of the finest state papers he had 
ever seen.

purposes or the proceeds of which 
have been used or may be used for 
.such purposes, the Federal Reserve 
Board to have the right to determine 
or define the character of the paper 
thus eligible for discount with in the 
meaning of this act; but such defini- 
tion shall not include notes or bills 
issued or drawn for the purpose of 
carrying or trading in stocks, bonds 
or other investment securities, nor 
shall anything herein contained be 
construed to prohibit such notes and 
hills of exchange, secured by staple 
agricultural products or other goods, 
snares or merchandise from being elig­ 
ible for such discount Notes and bills 
admitted to discount under the terms 
of this paragraph must have a ma­ 
turity of not more than niifety days."
